WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—[Special.| Th 
report of Col. Craighill and the board 
which examined harbors in the vicinity 
of Los Angeles was given to the public. 
this afternoon. It favors ‘the con- 
struction of a de¢p-water harbor at San 
Pedro. The report gives a detailed 
history of the examinations made. It 
findsthat while the present require- 
ments of the coastwise and foreign 
transportation of Southern California 
do not immediately require the con- 
struction of such harbor, the prospect- 
ive requirements of foreign commerce 
amply warrant the Government in its 
establishment at large expense, and 
says: 

Having made careful and. critical exami. 
nations for the proposed deep-water har- 
bor at San Pedrg and Santa Monica bays, | 
as required by law, the board is unani- | 
mously of the opinion that the location se- 
lected by the board of engineers in 1890, 
at the present anchorage at the western 
side of San Pedro Bay under Point Firmin, 
'is the more eligible location for such har- 


‘| bor, indepth, width and capacity, to ac- 


commodate the largest ocean going vessels 
and commercial and -naval necessities of 
the country. 

The board estimates the cost. ofc con- 
struction of a breakwater to make the 
| harborof San Pedro Bay at $2,885,- 
324. Itsays that the deep-water an- 
chorage will be ample, and the holding 
ground good, and adds: : 

The board is of the opinion that the-lo- 
cation at San Pedro is decidedly the best, 
considered as a place of shelter and for re- 
ceiving and discharging freight.

WASHINGTON, Jan, 7,—[By the Associ-

{ated Press. bill to provide a tempo- 


rary government for Alaska was intro- 
duced in the Senate this morning by 
Mr. Platt. It provides that the seat of 
government shall be at Sitka. The 
executive power is vested in a governor 
and secretary.. The Territory is desig- 
nated as one judicial district, with a 
resident district judge, required to hold 
at least two terms annually, one each at 
Sitka and Juneau. The bill directs the 
President to appoint seven commission- 
ers, with the powers of county judges, 
atan annual salary of $2000 each. 
Other minor offices are provided for, 
and the general laws of the State of 
Oregon are declared to be law in the 
Territory of Alaska. The territory is 
declared to be a land district, and’ suit- 
able provision is made for entries. The 
dealing in or maaufacturing of liquors 
is prohibited, save for medicinal pur- 
poses by licensed druggists. 

Ali persons, including Indians. born 
or naturalized In the United States, re- 
siding in Alaska at the time of. the 
passage of the act are declared to be 
citizens of the United States, and no 

erson who cannot speak the English 

anguage in ordinary conversation will 
be allowed to vote or hold an electoral 
oftice. None but natives are allowed to 
reside on the coast north of Bering 
strait, and in the interior north of the 
Arctic circle.

For an Invalid’s Head Rest.—The 
soft, eider-stuffed cushions, in 
melon form, either in sections of two-

Every graduate from this room 
goes out fitted to open a laundry of her 
own—an exacting and critical business, 


Near the’ laundry classroom’ there is 
the kitchen classroom with its scales 
and explanatory diagrams of the nutri- 
tive powers of meats, grains, fruits 
and vegetables; its ranges, its rows of 
shining copper and tin pans and dishes; 
its carefully graduated measuring and 
weighing utensils; its long polished 
tables of wood, glass and marble; its 
napery and glass andchina. Thisclass- 
room does a good business in sending out 
daintily prepared breakfasts, luncheons 
and dinners in compact ovens or cylin- 
ders of block-tin kept hot with boiling 
water. The patrons are for the most 
part families or companies of transient 
visitors. ‘The classes also cook delica- 
cies for invalids and prepared diets or-

Line of Cable Road} 
Ever Built. 


Vast Plans for Using the Water Power of 
Niagara Falls—The Engineers ot the 
' United States on the Upper 
Amazon Waters. 


Special Correspondence of The Timea. 

New York, Dec. 20.—-The engineers 
and those who are applying science to 
commercial development are interested 
in some new propositions which, if they 
are carried out, will be of great com- 
mercial importance. Among those is 
the construction of a cable railroad 
over the Catskill Mountains. That en- 
terprise will be completed within an- 
other year... Already the road is built 
up to the east side of what is called the 
Rip Van Winkle Mountain. lt passes 
only a stone’s throw away fromthe 
rock upon which, according to tradi- 
tion, Rip spent twenty years in sleep. 
If the twenty years in which he slept 
had expired in 1892, instead of in that 
dim time of tradition of which Wash- 
ington Irving wrote, Rip Van Winkle 
would on awaking have been very much 
more suprised {han he was when he 
opened his eyes to the alleged super- 
human beings. 

‘This cable road, while not the long- 
est, is, in some respects, the most re- 
markable ever built. It surmounts a 
grade equivalent to 1800 feet ina mile, 
which is almost. as steep as an ordinary 
staircase. The road is less than two 
miles in length, yetit has been far more 
difficult to build than many stretches 
100 times that distance other railroads 
have put their tracks upon... The cable 
is operated by a very powerful engine, 
and the cars also serve the purpose of 
traction, since they balance one another. 
It was at one time thought to be the 
best plan to build the railroad after the 
model of that one which surmounts Mt. 
Washington in the White Mountain 
region. But the engineers computed 
that the cable system would be cheaper,

A curious thing has been discovered 
by a company in New. York city in some 
recent correspondence which it has had 
with persons all over the United States. 
In this correspondence the question was 
asked whether Chicago or New York 
would be the largest city in the twen- 
tieth century. The replies indicated 
that everywhere, excepting upon the 
Atlantic seacoast north of Baltimore, 
the opinion prevails that Chicago is to 
become. and speedily, the American 
metropolis. A population of a8 many as 
10,000,000 is predicted for Chicago 
and its suburbs before the first 
half of the next century has passed. 
It is generally believed that Chi- 
cago will become.a shipping port quite 
as large as New York, since these 
letters indicate that the probabili- 
ties are that a ship canal _ will 
connect Chicago with deep water 
on the Mississippi, and also another 
ship canal will cut across the lower pen- 
insula of Michigan, perhaps in the near 
future. Senator Hill of New York be-" 
lieves that before twenty-five years 
have passed, perhaps within a less time, 
a ship canal will connect the waters of

Eastern engineers and capitalists are 
giving much discussion to a proposition 
to dam the Housatonic River in Connec- 
ticut, so that the great water power it 
furnishes may no longer go to waste. 
The project wonld require an expendi- 
ture of more than a million dollars, and 
some difficult engineering problems 
wonld have to be solved. Two of the 
the 
United States now exist in New En- 
gland, one at Lowell and the other at 
Holyoke, Mass. This proposed dam 
would furnish the largest water 
power within easy reach of New York, 
and make the manufacturing es- 
tablishments put up in the vicinity 
practically within New York suburbs. 
But agreater dam than this, and one 
which is being discussed by engineers 
in this country and in Europe with 


New York proposes to build in the Cro- 
ton water shed. It will be the largest 
piece of masonry inthe world. It will 
rival some of the structures built in 
Egvpt and in Italy in ancient times. 
Its foundation goes seventy feet below 
the surface of the earth. It will be 
nearly two-thirds of a mile in length. 
It will cost probably $6,000,000, but 
when it is completed it will furnish 
New York with a reservoir containing 
thousands of billions of gallons of water, 
and a sufficient amount to provide all 


years. 

Electricians are talking a great deal 
about the development of the trolley 
system of street railways. J. J. Carty, 
whois a leading electrician in New 
York, says that the public does not 
seem to understand how great the revo- 
lution may be within the néxt ten years. 
The trolley system, extending tirst from 
the heart of acity to one of the. su- 
burban towns, and: then still further ex- 
tended, will ultimately, he _ thinks, 
bring the rural districts within fifty 


miles of the greater cities so near 
that they will become . prac- 
tically suburbs. This will, in 


his opinion, solve that problem which 
has attracted the attention of econo- | 
mists, and which is involved in the ten- 
dency of. the American people to con- 
gregate in cities. The trolley system, 
all electricians believe, will be mightily 
extended within the next ten years. It 
will as completely thread along the 
highways as the telegraph. lines now 
are strung: overhead throughout the

country. The enormous differences 
in cost between maintaining the 
trolley and any other’ motive 
power for frequent and_ rapid 


transit has been demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of capitalists, so that it is 
probable before the close of the century 
hundreds of miilionsof dollars will be 
invested in new enterprises of this sort. 
Electricians say, however, that there 
are some very important problems to be 
solved before the trolley can become 
free from perils in the greater cities. 
The danger of personal accident is not 
so great as is that which follows the 
use of the earth cireuwft“fer the return 
‘of the current.

-of shorthand?’’ The seed thAt has pro- 
duced the present crop of phonograph- 
ers was deposited in the public mind in 
1887, by the publication of a little 
quarto book entitled ‘‘Stenographic 
Sound-hand”’ by Isaac Pitman. On'‘the 
issue of the second @é@ftion;- #840, it 
was entitied ‘‘Phonography.”’ “In Amer- 
ica it is oknown as ‘Isaac Pitman’s 
Shorthand,’’ in order to distinguish it

vented has often been told. It owes its 
origin to my desire to popularize the 
“time-saving art,’ which, previous to 
1887, was used only by a few parlia- 
mentary and law-court reporters and a 
stray student here and there. The em- 
ployment of the art in commercial and 
professional life was unknown. A few 
high-priced treatises on shorthand were 
to be‘had, buttheir price was not the 
main ebstacie to the practice ofthe art. 


selves, .They were mainly based on the 
inefficient Engiish ‘alphabet and the 
present corrupt orthography of 
the English language. The  defi- 
ciency of ;jthe common alphabet be- 
comes intensified in any system of ste- 
nography which seeks to represent the 
twenty-four consonants, twelve vowels, 
and five diphthongs of the English lan- 
guage with twenty-six shorthand char- 
acters for the letters a, b, d, e, f, g, h, 
i, j, k, 1, m, n, 0, p, 8, t, Vv, Ww, x, y, 
ch, sh, th. The writing of the short- 
hand of those’ days was easy enough. 
It consisted merely in substituting sim- 
pler forms for the letters of the com- 
mon alphabet; but the reading was ex- 
ceedingly dificult. Vowels were gen- 
erally left out, and those that were writ- 
ten represented as many sounds as 
they doin the common spelling; one 
consonant was often written for an- 
other, and all silent letters were 
omitted. There was, therefore, no 
guide to the sound of a word, nor a re- 
production of the ordinary orthography 
by which it could be recognized. The 
difficulty of deciphering was farther in- 
creased by the introduction of arbitrary 
characters to represen? words, which 
proved a burden to,the memory, and 
the complex shorthand forms assigned 
to some of the letters made manual 
dexterity difficult. In  pre-phono- 
graphic days only men of exceptional 
natural‘ ability became expert short- 
hand writers, of whom Charles Dickens 
is an illustrious example. at 

Phonography, as its name implies, 
introduced the phonetic principle into 
the artof shorthand by providing an 
enlarged alphabet, which contained a 
simple sign for every consonant, vowel 
and diphthong sound in the language. 
At the outset I personally taught and 
lectured on the system in various parts 
of England and Scotland, but’ this work 
| was..soon taken up by others, who lec- 
tured and taught with enthusiasm and 
success. 

This is an age of practical utilization 
of discoveries and inventions, and pho- 
nography has taken its place among 
labor-saving arts. The Jubilee of Pho- 
nography, celebrated in London in 


atteution which it attracted to the art 
led to the general adoption phonog- 
raphy as an educational subject in the 
schools of England and America, and in 
those educational establishments on the 
continent of Europe, at which English 
is taught. Shorthand is, indeed, now 
being taught in England and America 
as a school subject to all classes of 
scholars, from the elementary schools 
promoted by the State to the high 
schools, and from evening classes sup- 
ported by the Government or societies, 
to business colleges. | 

It has been estimated that there’ are 
at preseat half a million writers of Pit- 
man’s shorthand in English-speaking 
countries, but this is probably an under- 
estimate. Of the firstinstruction book 
in phonography 1,750,000 copies have 
been circulated. If we assume that 
only one-third of the purchasers of this 
book had the perseverance to master 
the system, the number of writers 
would exceed 500,000. In England,

It is dificult to give the precise date 
when Pekin’s decadence commenced, 
but it is certainly now in a most deplor- 
able condition. Mr. Whyte has said 
that it is the dirtiest, the most poverty- 
stricken and miserable city in the 
world, and after one has lived there for 
several vears he has great. respect for 
Mr. Whyte’s judgment. 
There is no sewerage system, and the 
inhabitants have ddopted the custom of 
the Mussulman villages and left this 
service to the birds of prey which 
abound in the country about Pekin. 
The falcon, the eagle, the sparrow- 
hawk of Stephenson, and the Buteo 
poliogcyys .take up all the animal and 
refuse ofthe city.

‘have cénstructed the Chao-tse, which 
frightens their enemies and allows the 
pigeons to fly about in peace. All peo- 
ple have their superstitions, and the 
Chinese have morethan most. Some of 
them are grotesque, some are childish; 
the Chao-tse is among those that are 
owtrming. 

Asa people thev love sound. They 
imagine that they hear in the clang of 
the gongs and the clocks which they 
setin motion on. their holidays the 
voices of their ancestors. The sounds 
of these little instruments which they 
attach to the tails of pigeons translate 
to them mysterious messages from Em- 
perors of past dynasties. The Chao-tse 
is the most poetic thing in the capital 
of the celestial empire.

Where the marvelous } 
wealth of sunshine furnishes almost 
heat enough for comfort without 
other fuel, the scanty purse is not taxed 
so heavily for fires, and its contents 
can go tosupply other needs, and thus, 
more than any other section of country 
is California the poor man’s paradise. 

{t is essential only that our climatic 
conditions be more generally a ppre- 
ciated and the possibilities of our soil 
more fully understood, in order that. we 
may see a largely increased and desira- 
ble immigrationinto our State. People 
of wealth desire to live where they can 
get the greatést comfort out of life, and 
thousands all through the Eastern 
States are turning inquiring glances in 
this direction, and there is not, perhaps, 
angther section in the whole country 
whose name is so frequently upon the 
lips of the people upon our Atlantic 
borders as is that of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

Aside from the possibilities of growth 
which we possess, there is another 
thing that is worthy of consideration. 
In a climate like ours, wherea life out 
of doors may be enjoyed almost every 
day of the year, we may naturally ex- 
pect a better physical development. 
than under other less favorable condi- 
tions, and, with our constantly growing 
knowledge of applied science, of the 
laws that govern health, California, 
with her favorable climatic conditions, 
may yet produce a more perfect physi- 
cal type of American, one more intel- 
lectually alert and vigorous, than our 
civilization has yet seen. Everything 
is favorable to such results, and, as 
our wealtb increases, and our popula- 
tion is reinforced by the best blood of 
the East, as our institutions of learning 
are multiplied and all the forces of 
modern civilization are brought to bear 
upon our improvement, we may hope to 
see the children, nursed herein the lap 
of nature, grow up to manhood and 
womanhood the embodiment of the 
grandest type of physical development 
and intellectual advancement known to 
the cipilization of today.

The Recession of the Yosemite. 
California is proud of Yosemite and 
its monumental. grandeur. It is of in- 
terest to the ‘country, for it is a | 
creation so unique, so sublime ‘and har- 
moniously | beautiful that it at once ap- 
peals to our highest sentiments of ad- 
miration. That the valley has not been 
properly cared for by the hands of its 
various commissioners is a self-evident 
fact. It has fallentothe care of men 
who were not experts and who un- 
derstood but little of the harmonious 
relations of the various parts to the 
great whole. It would be impossible to 


‘destroy or deface the colossal grandeur | 
_of its walls, but the work of unskilled }’ 


woodmen may be seen upon the beauti- 
ful floor of the valley, amid its magnifi-. 
cent groves of trees, and its green un- 
dulating meadows. Here is where the 
educated eye of the landscape gardener 


-is needed instead of the brawn of the 


unskilled woodman. 

Attention is called to this in 
a thoughtful paper which appears in 
the January Century, in which the 
writer deplores the fact that t his beau- 
tiful valley—the wonderland of the 
continent, has fallen into the clutch of 
a ring, who are actuated by. greed, 
rather than a love for the preservation 
ofits manv charms, and further that 
those appointed to its supervision have 
not been skilled foresters, as they 
should have been, who were capable of 
thoroughly understanding the work of 
improvement which should be done. 

In view of the mismanagement of this 
domain by the various commission- 
ers gppointed by the State, mis- 
management arising from lack of 
knowledge rather than other causes, 
and the extended and _ powerful 
influence of existing rings, who long 
have virtually had control of it, its 
recession is urged, that its management 
may be placed in the hands of the Gen- 
eral Government, and the power of the 
rings,.who now so large ly dominate it, 
may be broken. 

There should be no false oride on the 
part of Californians in this matter, but 
we should consent to whatever course 
will place the valley in the wisest 
hands, and make it of the most value to 
the people. As, says ‘the writer above 
quoted, ‘‘Eternal vigilance is the price 
of public parks,’’ and they cannot be

port of sisters and widowed mothers. 
The Reichstag will resume its sittings 
on Monday, The committee of the 
house to which was referred the Army 
Bill, will meet on Wednesday. Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi has requested the 


‘president of the committee to expedite 


deliberations in order not to retard the 


final decision of the Reichstag. The |, - 


Chancellor having nothing more to tell, 
the committee oughtto report promptly, 
but members representing the Clerical 
party remain ina state of indecision, 
expecting the Chancellor to offer an 
inducement that will suffice their sur- 
render when they are called upon to’ 
face their constituents. .None of those 
within the inner political circles be- 
lieve that the Chancellor has committed 
himself. The utmost length to which 
he has gone is believed to be promised 
to leave to the government supporters 
totake an independent.course when 
the Center party gets a remote chance 
of dividing the Reichstag on the Jesuit 
question. 

In his private dealings with the lead- 
ers of the several parties the Chancel- 
lor is displaying much tact, and his 
course of action is such as to elicit the 
approbation even of his adversaries. 
Nothing is heard of the Chancellor’s 
retirement from office. His position 
with the Emperor is stronger than ever 
and his development of personal re- 
sources, finesse and. audacity staggers 
his opponents, who are becoming 
weaker under apprehension that the 
bill will be passed without a single con- 
cession of importance being made by 
the government. 

The opposition papers are trving to 
raise a popular storm over the Empe- 
ror’s recent use of the phrase, will 
crush (zerschmettern) those who oppose 
me.’’ The Freisinnige- press assumes 
that the words meant that the Emperor 
intends to override the vote of the 


‘Reichstag, should it be hostile to the 


Army Bill, by a resort to. the applica- 
tion of an article of the German consti- 


tution by which every able-bodied man, 


may be compelled to serve in the army,

| Emperor to fix the strength of the army. 
The abundant partisan fury expended 
oyer the much-discussed phrase seems 
wasted, since the official papers sug- 
gest that, if the language were used at. 
all, it was directed at military person- 
ages who are unfriendly tothe bill.

THE AGE OF THE EARTH. 


Geology Shows Its Age Varies from 73,- 
000,000 to 680,000,000 Years. 

Geologists have ascertained that the 
rate at which erosion takes place can 
be measured. By applying their scale 
to the sedimentary rocks they have 
formed an hypothesis as to the time 
‘which has lapsed since erosion began. 

The stratified rocks attain an average 
thicknéss of 100,000 feet. The mate- 
tialof which they consist was all washed 
down from high planes, deposited and 


|Aeft to stratify. By the inspection of 


river banks it is found that in places 
tLe surface of the land which has been 
carried down as sediment in rivers has 
been reduced at the rate of a foot in 780 
‘years, while in other ‘places, where the 
land was more stubborn or less flexible, it 
had taken 6800 vears to lower the 
surface one foot.. The deposit must ‘be 
equal to the ‘denudation, 

We find that while some of the sedi- 
mentary rocks have grown a foot in 
730 years others have taken 6800 
years to rise that height. Thus the pe- 
riod of time that was required to build 


up 100,000 feet of sedimentary rock |: 


has varied according to locality from 
73,000,000 years to 680,000,000 
years. It follows that the active work 
of creation lasted fora cycle interme- 
diate between these two ijigures. The 
cycle varied with endless succession of 
periods of disturbance bv volcanic force 
and glacial action and the frequent sub-

the emerging of continents out of the 
seas, These may have retarded the 
growth of sedimentary rocks, but they 
cannot have accelerated it. 

A study of fossils teaches the steady 
uniformity with which the work of 
creation proceeded. Since man began 
to observe there has been no change in 
the forms of animal and vegetable life. 
A few species have disappeared—not 
‘one new specie has been evolved. Not 
onty do we find that;the fauna and flora 
of ancient Egypt as ‘depicted on monu- 
ments which are probably eight thou- 
sand or ten thousand vears old identical 
with those which are found in that 
country today, but shells which inhab- 
ited our seas before the ice age and 
grew in an ocean whose bed overlay the 
Rocky Mountains are precisely the 
same species that are found in the Bay 


Chesapeake. Itis evident that there 
has been no essential change in the 
conditions of life since these animals 
and these vegetables were first created, 
yet how vast the shortest period which

One of 
these, the ‘“£1,000,000 Bank Note”’ 
appeared in the January number of 
that magazine. The other will be pub- 
lished in the March number and is en- 
titled ‘‘A Curé for the Blues.”’ It is 
the story of an American novel of a 
hysterical type which Mark Twain 
found by chance, and which struck him 
as particularly ludicrous. He retells 
the story of the novel, quotes liberally 
from it, and intersperses running cop- 
ments of hisown. Itis in Mark Twain’s 
own estimation ‘‘the funniest thing he 
ever struck,’’ and with this recommend- 
ation of the author, himself, the story 
ought certainly to rove especially in- 
teresting and amusing to the many 
readers of the great humorist. 

Just in this connection it is well to 
say that while Mark Twain has always 
stood out as our leading ‘humorist, 
there is a far more serious vein in him 
thah many of his readers imagine., In 
fact, it Has, of late years, given him 
considerahie annoyance to find himself 
obstinately misunderstood when his 
purpose has been serious. ‘People 
seem to think I can’t do anything but 
write jokes,’’ he Ohce said. He was so 
misunderstood by many who. criticised 
his ‘‘Yankee at the Court of King 
Arthur.”” The

books, he frankly states, were written 
sipply for fun, but lately he has-occa-

He isa man of the highest 
culture, widely read and widely in- 
formed, an accomplished linguist, a 
thorough literary schola¥ anda deep 
and: serious thinker. special 
favorites in literature are Shake- 
speare and Browning. These masters 
he has studied long and carefully, knows 
them almost by heart, and his recital of 
favorite selections has often given 
pleasure to his friends. His three 
daughters, brought up amid surround- 
ings of the utmost refinement and cul- 
ture, are all bright, well educated and 
accomplished. The eldest, Miss ‘Clara 
Clemens, not yet 20, has already be- 
gun to show distinct literary tastes. 
She has written a play, of an allegor- 
ical character, which was produced in 
Hartford, previous to her departure 
abroad, by an amateur company, of 
which she was the leading figure. Wit- 
nesses of the performance say that it 
was entertaining and clever, and gave 
evidence of genuine literary ability.

Mrs. Cutler, Who Catried a Flag on the 
Battle Field, 
‘ On the 81st ult. there died at Garfield 
Hospital, Washington, Mrs. Eliza B 
‘Cutler, a woman widely and well known” 
at the Capital, where she and ker hus- 
band had spent the greater part of the 
last twenty years, although originally 
from Illinois. From a special dispatch 
in the Chicago Tribune it is learned 
that before she came to Washington 


spects a remarkable one, and she had 
the distinction of being the only woman — 
color-beater who carried the flag of 
her country upon the field of battle. 
Her maiden name was Eliza E. Smith, 
and she was born in Greén county, O. 
In 1854 she married Capt. Cutler, then 
a railroad engineer. They afterward 
moved to Monmoith, Ill, where, at the 
outbreak of the Civil War, Capt. Cutler 
raised the first company of volunteers 
from that State in response to President 
Lincoln's call of 1861. For this 
achievement he was presented with 
a silk flag costing $365, and 
also a sword, the latter for gal- 
lantry during his three months’ 
service. In February, 1863, Capt. Cut- 
ler’s regiment was at Fort Donelson, —

first attack on the day of the battle, the

There is a great economic 
Joss throtigh the wastefulness of the cus- 
tomary sources of power on farms during 
harvestitig and thrashing, and much more 
transportation over country roads toand 
from the market. In the east this loss is 
not so great, because the quantity of farm 
products shipped is less in proportion to 
the whole amount raised, and the railroad 
station is usually much nearer at hand; 
also the roads of the east are better, but 
the plan of power supply which several 
electrical engineers favor might prove de- 
sirable in the east as well as in the west. 
Essential to the success of this plan in any 
neighborhood is the condition that there 
should be an abundance of coal, or of wa- 
ter bead, and residents enough to make 
the cost of the plant per capita not too 
large. 

This plan is the use of electricity. asa 
power to supplant horses. The electricians 
figure out that there is a waste every year 
through the time lost in transportation 

~~over country ays arid break- 
aye of *gear, and the cost of the millions.of. 
horses and wagons required, and a ‘like 
waste of power in other: work about a 
farm, which, if saved, would be more than | 
enough to pay the amount of ali taxes of 
whatsoever nature borne by the farmers. 
On every farm enough horses have to be 
kept the year round to do the work at the 
busiest seasons, This means that for afew 
weeks of activity animals must be fed and 
cared for the entire year. The corn, oats 
and hay which a_horse eats in one month 
would buy enough coal in most parts of 
the country to furnish more power than 
the work of the animal in a year. 
' The reason that steam power is not used 
more on farms is that the plant costs too 
much to begin with, and that the current 
expense of engineers, firemen and machin- 
ists is so great that the use of steam ma- 
_chinery on small farms is practically pro- 
‘hibited. On the big western wheat farms 
the use of steam has greatly diminished 
- the number of -horses- required, and steam 
power is profitable there because of the size 
of the estates and the concentration of 
their control.

The other two were found against 
Capt. Samuel C. Smith of San Diego, 
charging him with having assaulted and 
murdered a boy named Neale, on the 
sloop Lou, on December 3 last.

‘TRICKS OF LINEMEN. 


HOW THEY STRING WIRES WHERE 
_ PEOPLE. DON’T WANT THEM. 


Some of These Deft Fingered FeHows Are 
So Skillful That They Can Run a Line 
Almost Under a Person’s Nose Without 
His Being Aware of It. 


On the roof of a lofty building in the 
usiness district two brawny linemen were 
toiling among the network of wires fas- 
tened to a high series of cross arms. One 
bent his ear close to a tiny telegraph in- 
strument connected with a wire, while the 
bther, under his direction, busily twisted 
two wires together. 

“Hold on,’ cried the man listening at 
the instrument. ‘‘They want to measure 
resistance. We'll have to wait awhile.” 
The two descended, and behind a huge 
chimney lit their pipes. Asked a young 
man, who had beén watching them with 
interest: 

“Suppose you wanted to string a wire 
from this to that building opposite, how 
would you do it?” 3 

“That’s against the law, young man,” 
responded the taller of the two linemen. 
“Telegraph companies never bteak the 
law.”’ 
~ “But suppose you wanted to?” 

“Young man, if I wanted to carry a wire 
across the street from here I’d let you go 
down on the sidewalk and watch, and 
while you were watching I’d get the wire 
over and you’d never know it. How? Well, 
that’s a business segret, but I don’t mind 


form the feat several ways. If I warited 
todoit I might take that pilot wire, for 
instance, that is composed of two or three 
strands. I might twist a bunch of wires to 
go across the street till they exactly re- 
sembled the pilot wire to an observer on 
the sidewalk. I might cut the pilot wire,” 
hitching on my bunch, and keeping it taut 
by main strength‘my man opposite would. 
slowly haulit over. 

“You wouldn’t know it was moving. 
When he had wire enough I'd shake out 
the wires I wanted from the bunch and 
leave the rest to make good the gap in the 
pilot. If I couldn’t find a pilot wire on the 
particular roof I’d take the biggest gauge 
single wire there and hitch two small wires 
twisted together to it, make a fine joint, 
and my assistant would haul them over. 
One would serve to make up the break in 
e big wire, the other would be mine. If 


across the street I’d work either early in 
the evening or early in the morning, when 


®I have heard there are only a few police- 


men around, and those either asleep or 
chumps that wouldn’t know what I was 
doing. 

“l bnew aman on Dearborn street who 
had one wire in his office and had to have 
another. An enemy swore he shouldn’t, 
and hired a man and a policeman to watch 
the cgrners of two buildings on opposite 
sides of the street and the sky to see that 
no wire was strung. While they were 


. looking the wire went over. It was a little, 


two strand cable; just the size of the single 
wire, ang after it was fastened to the lat- 
ter and the joint nicely soldered it took an 
hour to pull it slowly over.”’ ; 

“If you were to undertake such a job 
wouldn’t you be liable to mistake the wire 
get the wrong one? There are a good 


F many on the roof tops.” 


“Yes, there are thousands of them—tel- 
egraph, telephone, electric light, signal, 


secret—but there are scores of linemen 
thatAcnow every one. I can put my hands 
on a dozen men, any one of whom you can 
take blindfolded on any roof and he’ll tell 
you the name, number, ownership, use, 
destination, origin and age of every wire 
in the biggest rack you can find. - It’s 
kind of a natural knewledge. You either 
know it or youdon’t. I know a man who 
can’t read or write, but he can break open 
a thirty-two strand cable and pick out the 
wire he wants, 

“Tt is always a fellow who knows the 
wire geography of the roofs,”.~he con- 
tinued, “that makes the taps. Are there 
many taps? You don’t hear of a fraction 
of.them. It is natural that sometimes 
people would try to catch the secrets 
worth thousands of dollars that go over 
telegraph wires, ain’t it?”’ 

“I was after a tap the other day and 
found it in our own office tower. It re- 
- minded me of anotherin the days of the 
hottest war against the bucket Shops. A 
certain shop was getting quotations. We 
made a dozen tests and tours and found 
nothing. Finally, by accident, I discov- 
ered the operator in a certain hotel had his 
instrument near a teléphone, and shouted 
quotations out too loudly. I looked at that 
telephone and found that it was kept in 
circuit by a little wooden peg under the 
lever, Which was apparently with the ear- 
piece hanging in it. That was a good 
dodge, but the tappers made it a beautiful 
one by taking that telephone wire all over 
town and actually breaking open a tele- 
phone cable, running it through that a 
piece, then into another cable and finally 
taking it through a central tower, all to 
disarm suspicion. We located its other 
end in an office in a high building on Clark 
street, and there sat a telegraph operator, 
the phone to his ear, catching the shouted 
| quotations of the other operator and tele- 
graphing them over a segret wire to the

Bigger Than the Sun. 

A minute parallax of about one-sixtieth 
of a second of arc found for Arcturus by 
Dr. Elkin gives a most astounding result. 
This small parallax implies a distance 
from the earth equal to about 12,000,000. 
times the sun’s distance, This vast di¢- 
tance would produce a diminution of light 
of about 354 magnitudes, so that the sun 
placed at the distance of Arcturus would 

reduced to a Star of only 9% magnitude! 
It would not be visible with an opera 
glass! Arcturus is therefore in round’ 
numbers 9! magnitudes, or over 6,000 
times brighter than the sun would be at 
the same distance.. Assuming the same 
density and’ brightness of surface as the 
sun, the diameter Of. Arcturus would 
therefore be about Seventy-nine times the 
sun’s @iameter, or over 68,000,000 miles, 
and its mass about 500,000 times the mass 
of the sun—figures well calculated to 
“stagger the imagination.””—Gentleman’s 
Magazine.
